It is greatly to be regretted that there is 

not some organization, ‘either governmental

‘We are receiving-immense numbers of un- 
skilled laborers; invaluable, no doubt, for 
agricultural and- other purposes, but «all 
branches of, industry are sofféring severely, 
and likely to’ suffer still more, from the want 
of mechanies and artisans. There ara:thou- 


| sands 6f such.” both an England ‘and '‘on ‘the 


| Continent, in a half-starving condition, who 
would be only too glad to get over here if they 
gotachance. The most desperate efforts are 
\beiiig made by the Secessionist Press, and per- 
sons working in the’ Secessionist interest, to 
prevent’ emigration to America,by the circula- 
tion of ‘the grossest misrepresentations as to 
the conditién of the covatry, and the effect of 
the war on the ‘laboring classes. General 
statements in our newspapers are not. suf- 
ficient to counteract this.

It ought not to be forgotten that they 
are to be fellow-citizens, as well as fellow- 
laborers, and that their character, therefore, 
is of full as much importance'to us as their 
skill.

Our City Bench Illustrated: : 
Cooxs, the notorious bounty broker, who 
was recently convicted of swindling tecrults, 
was liberated last week-on: bail, by Judge 
Barwann, onthe motion of District Attorney 
Haut. The Evening Post thought 1 fit to com- 
ment upon the occurrence and, ‘mistakenly. 
as it seems, cast the blame on Judge. Bar- 
ward. This functionary, however, is not « 
person to let himself be- assailed with im- 
punity, so he delivered, on Wednesday, @ vig- 
orous reply from:his place on the bench, and, 
according to the. report of the Herald, closed 
as follows : 
“ As for the person who wrote the article, it.was a 
well known fact that he was Hving in open adultery 
with a colored woman, and was, therefore, beneath 
his notice.” . 
We should be very sorry indeed to attempt 
to prese: ibe to Judge ‘Banwanp the way-in 
which he should defend himself against his 
assailants or detractors: This is generally 
reguiated. by a man’s own taste, tempera- 
ment and education, and if the Jadge’s favor- 
ite'weapon is the sort of language we have 
just quoted, we are not.simple enough to 
suppose that at his time of life there is much 
hope fora change. But.as citizens of New- 
York, we think that we have a, fair right to 
ask that quarrels, which: necessitate the use 
of the lowest billingsgate, be not carried. on 
upon the judicial beach, or that slang’ and 
scurrility shall not be hedtd ‘issuing from 
one of our judges in open court. . 
We are satisfied that although the sense of 
decencr seems to be rapidly declining in the 
courts of this City, it is tnereasing onthe 
part'of the public,‘ and that there is at this 
moment @ larger, number of.persons in the 
community who are shocked’ and disgusted 
by the scandalous béhavior ofthe bench and 
bar, than ever there. were before. , It is to the 
attention of the public, therefore, that we com- 
imend this incident. There are few. Ameri- 
cans, we would hope, who will hear of it with- 
out some ‘amount of honést shame and in- 
‘dignation, and we ‘trust that those who 
experience these sensations will endeavor || 
to keep them alive until 1866.. There will 
then be an opportuailty of getting rid of the sys- 
tem, to which, we are indebted for Judges like 
|Messre. Barwanp and McCusn. “We have 
now tiad sixteén yeats” experience of it, and 
we believe there are not. twenty respectable | 
lawyers Of. intelligent: laymen,.who are not 
satisfied that it has proved an unmitigated 
curse.
